Torres, has brought the News of the 

taking of Alcira, a Place firmate in an 

Ifland of the River Xucar, and is in 

a Manner the Key of the Kingdom of 
Valercia. For that Reafon the Rebels who had 
forcified themfelves in it, made a pretty vigorous 
Refitance. But feeing the Artillery beat down the 
Works they had made in hafte, and that they might 
run the Hazard of being carried by Adfauls, they 
ofer'd to capitulate, which the Conde de las Torres 
granied. Purfuant to the Capitulation 500 Mique- 
jets, the Engi:th, and Durch march’d out, leaving 
behind them all the Artillery and: Ammunitions, o- 
bliging themfelves befides not to bear Arms againft 
the King during a certain limited Time. The 
habicants were treated with more Genrleneis than 
they could have hoped. A fecofid Courier has 
bought an Account, thar the Town cf Xativa hss 
fubmitced without making any Refiltarce, Bafec 
having been oblig'd to abandon it, defpairing to be 
able ro defend it, becaufe rhe Inhabicants warch’d an 
Occafion to revurn to their Obedience to his Maje- 
fty. Thus a pretcy large Extent of Country of 
which the Rebels were poffefs'd, and which yielded 
them feveral Neceffaries, is reduc’d ; and we have 
In:elligence fince, that the Conde de las Torres has 
made him{clf Mafter of 3 other confiderable Places, 
particularly of Collera, in which were 14 Cannon, 
Since the taking of Alcantara, the Portuguefe ma- 
king Advantage of the Abfence of the Troops that 
are gone to Catalonia, are advanc’d towards Coria. 
In the mean time, waiting till the Reinforcement of 
Foor that is to march to joyn the Duke of Berwick 
arrive, the Queen baving fent for the Grandees re- 
prefenred to them, that in Intereft they were con- 
cern’d to exert their beft Efforrs, to fecure by extra- 
ordinary Succours the Provinces threaten’d by the 
Enem,, the rather becaufe it was fufficiently appa- 
rent they defiga’d nothing but plundering and ma- 
k.ig Excurfions, while the principal Forces before 
whom they durft not thew their Heads were em- 
ploy’d elf-where. To this Declaration of the 
Queen’s they anfwer'd with all poffible Expreffions 
of Zeal and Loyalty ; promifing to do all they 
could with their Eftatcs and Perfons to oppofe the 
Progrefs of the Enemy. An Order has fince been 
publith'd, requiring the Knights of the 3 military 
Orders that are in this City, to appear perfonally 
within 4 Davs, and thofe that are within 30 Lea- 
guce of this Place within 8 Days, at the Duke of

Private Letters from Madrid jn- 
form us, that all the Grandees made great Prepara- 
tions to take the Field againft the Portuguefe; that 
it was likely the Queen would put her felf at the 
Head of the Army ; and that ail the Nobility of 
Caftile, the Knights of the 3 military Orders, and 
generally ali the Burghers of Madrid able to beac 
Arms would accompany her Majefty. The Conde de 
las Torres is on the march from Valencia wich fume 
Squadrons and 4 Batrallions of Spanith and Flemith 
Guards, ro reinforce the D. of Berwick’s Army. We 
have no Acvices from Barcelona fince the 2d Inftanr, 
which faid the Betiegers had been oblig’d to re- 
move fome Bacteries and place chem nearer to the 
City, thatthe Trenches were adyanc’d near to the 
Counterfcarp, and that ‘twas prefum'd his Catholick 
Majefty would be Mafter of the Place by the oth or 
toch Inftant. The Earl of Peterborow had at- 
tempted feveral Times to throw Succours into the 
Place, but had not been able to execure his Defign. 
There was no news of the Enemy’s Fleer.

They write from Genoa the 
1ft Inftant, that a Bark was arriv’d there from Porco 
Mahon, which on the 28th of April faw the Confe- 
derate Fleet off Ivica.

Hague, May 18. Some Letters from France of the 
14th Inftant fay the Count de Touloufe was gone off 
to Sea from Barcelona, to meet Sir John Leake : 
But other Advices from good Hands fay, thar the 
King of France having written a Letter to the faid 
Count, direéted it to Toulon. Thofe Advices tell 
us the Siege of Turin is put off, and that 22 Bat- 
tallions are order'd from Piemont to Catalonia. 
A Courier arriv’d at Marli before the laft Letters 
came away, but the News that Courier brought 
was not divulg’d. ’Tis believ’d bere, that the Duke 
of Marlborough will open the Campaign with at- 
tempting to pafs the Dyle.

From the Camp at Lauterbourg, May 6. The Mar- 
fhal de Villars having the 1ft of this Month poffefs’d 
himfelf of the Paffages of the Morern, and of the 
Camp of Ingweiler, gave Order to the Marquis de- 
Vieuxpont to attack Drufenheim, and the Marquis 
de Pery to beficge Haguenav. Then he refolv’d to 
march with Speed towards the Camp at Lautef-° 
bourg, to make Advantage of the Confternation of 
the Enemy, and not give them time co poft Troops 
there. He fer forward the 3d at Day-break, with 
the Horfe that were fitteft to make fo quick a 
march, and order’d fome Battallions ro follow bim. 
He took his Way by Benheim and Seltz, where he 
found great Magazines of Hay and Oats, and the 


Roads full of Waggons loaded with Provifions for - 


the Enemy’s Troops that were fuddenly expectd 
there. He caus’d 400 Dragoons and 100 Huffars 
commanded by the Count de Broglio to advance 
before, which they did upon a large Trot, and - 
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‘riv’d at Lanterbourg at the very time that 3000 
Men which the Prince of Baden had fent thicher 
appear'd on the other fide of the Rhine, So rhe 
Marthal de Villars, wao came up foon afcet, poflefs’d 
himfelf of that important Poft without any Oppoli- 
tion. He was inform’d the Enemy had an Lacrench- 
ment at Bergen on the Bank of the Rhine, and that 
300 Men were pofted ia it to guard the Flead of a 
Bridge which they had there latt Year, and which 
they have carried wp to Scatmart. The 4th in the 
Morning he went to take a View of it with 100 
Dragoons and 3 Squadrons, and oblerving thofe that 
guarded ic were in fome Confternation, ke caus’d the 
Dragoons and one Squadron to alight and attack 


the. The Enemy tho’ fupported by a Battery 
placd onthe other fide of the Rhine, thought only 
oO! ceriving. The Officers fav’d themfelves in a Boar, 


and che Soldiers leap'd into others with fo much Pre- 
cipuaton, that moft of them were drown’d. Thence 
the Marinal de Villars went to take a View of Fort 
Louis, the Blockade of which he had rais’d. The 
fame .Day he fent Ordér to the Count de 
Bourg to atrack another Intrenchment that was 
pallifaded, which the Enemy had at the Head of 
their Bridge at Statmatt, which Bridge they broke 
after they had recird over it the 1ft Inftant : The 
faid Increnchment was guatded by 3 or 400 Soldiers. 
Yefterday Morning the Count marci’d thither, and 
after he had caus'd fome Cannon-fhot to be fir'd to 
break the Palifadocs, the Grenadiers led by the 
Marquis de Nangis entred the Intcencaments Sword 
in Hand, ki!l’d parc of thofe that defended it, tock 2 
Captains, feveral Subalcern Officers, and go Sol- 
diers. There running in Confufion into a large 
Boat, overfer ic and were all drown'd. The fame 
Day the Marfhal de Villars, baving pofted the Head 
of the Army in the Camp, went to view the Actacks 
ef Drufenhcim and H:guenau, and return’d hither, 
having in one Day travell’d above 25 Leagues. An 
Inhabi-ant of Haguenau that is come out reports, 
that there are in it 2500 Men, with all neceffary 
Preparations for a confiderable Sicge. Thefe many 
advantagious Succeffes, gain’d in 4 or 5 Days, with- 
ut any Lofs, render the King Matter of the lefc 
Side of che Rhine from Hanninghen down to Pailips- 
bourg. Juft now we have Advice that Drufenkeim 
is ‘aken. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dared May 18. 

Stoblhoffen, May 10. The French batter Hagnenau 
very furioufly, buc the Governour has fent out a 
Perfon whois arriv'd at Raftad, and reports the Place 
can hold out to the 15th or 16th Inftant, in which 
Time he hores to be reliev’d.
